FRC COMES OF AGE

It would not be quite accurate 
to say that the Florida Repeater 
Council (FRC) has risen from 
the ruins of the somewhat 
inactive Southeast Repeater 
Association (SERA). It would 
be an accurate description, 
however, tosay the FRC took its 
cue from a need that developed 


that was not being met by 
SERA. 
And, thus, was born at 


January’s Miami Hamvention 
the FRC and by the end of 
March at the Jacksonville 
Hamfest the FRC was out of 
diapers and on its way to 
adolescence. 

More than 50 repeater 
operators, sponsors and users 
attended the two Jax FRC 
meetings and began laying the 
ground work for a new 
organization under a new 
constitution and set of bylaws. 

It’s expected that by the end 
of June, after the Orlando 
Hamfest, the FRC will have 
come of age. Three FRC 
meetings are being planned — 
two on Saturday, one Sunday. 
It’s hoped that the final touches 
will have been put on the con- 
stitution and bylaws and a vote 
taken. Also up for discussion 
are possible changes to the 
FRC-SERA band plans and 
repeater standards. 

It’s 
about frequency coordi- 
nation. . . standardization. . . 
working out mutual problems 


and conflicts cataloging 
and keeping up with the state’s 
repeaters licensing 
assistance. . . developing short 


and long range plans for better 


utilization of our repeaters...

we want to make it.

SPECIAL EVENTS 
STATION-WC4SFF 

In the interest of promoting 
and furthering Amateur ac- 
tivity, the Palm Beach County 
AREC, in January, undertook 
the operation of an Amateur 
Radio Special Events Station at 
the South Florida Fair. 

The purpose of the Amateur 
Radio Emergency Corps 
(AREC) is to provide organized 
communications during 
disasters and other emergency 
situations such as_ the 
Nicaraguan earthquake and 
Hurricane Camille. 


In developing the station at the fair, this 
county-wide organization was fortunate in 
having the complete cooperation of three 
very active Amateur Radio groups, each 
with own unique interest and operator 
capabilities. The diverse interest of these 
groups and their dedication to Amateur 
Radio, enabled the presentation of a 
variety of Amateur Radio activities to the 
public. The Goldcoasters Radio Club is 
comprised mainly of a group of retirees, 
who have retained their abilities as 
proficient radio operators. The services of 
these operators was envaluable during the 
stations daylight operation. The Gulf- 
stream Society Of Radio Operators Inc. 
(Now The Palm Beach Repeater 
Association, Inc.) installed all VHF and 
UHF equipment as well as furnishing 
operators for the lower bands. This group 
was especially effective in WC4SFF’s 
participation in SET-74, as it provided 
county-wide repeater communications and 
phone patch facilities. The West Palm 
Beach Radio Club, Inc. furnished the lower 
frequency equipment, including the Rigs, 
Beams, and Dipoles. The operation of 
WC4SFF required the services of 46 
licensed Amateurs, being the largest 
group, the West Palm Beach Radio Club 
furnished some 40 willing operators. 

Al Suhr, WB4AID, was Trustee for 
WC4SFF, and as such furnished the ex- 
perience necessary for the smooth 
operation. Using the control operator 
system as outlined in FCC rules, 97.77-97.79 
everyone knew who was in charge at any 
given time. We are very much indebted to 
Al for his unselfish dedication. Other 
Amateurs whos response to the call was 
outstanding were: Bill Howell, WB4PQB, 
furnishing HF rigs and Ant., Richard 
Kidder, WB4AKH, furnishing VHF and 
UHF equipment and Ant., Joe White, 
WB4KZU, operator organizer, and Mark 
Schauwecker, K4BDI, and Bob Street, 
WA4AIB, furnishing their building skills. 

As you can see, it took the efforts on 
many individuals to have a successful 
operation of any kind. It is my hope that 
through this kind of cooperation and 
participation that the Palm Beach County 
AREC will one day rank as one of the best 
in the nation.

When high winds were due to arrive 
that afternoon we were advised, and 
traveled away from the storm area. As it

VHF’ERS ROOST

FCC & ‘‘ID’’, BILL GRENFELL, W4GF, 
retired FCC, writes in his AUTO-CALL 
column, ‘‘FCC Highlights,’’ that many 
amateurs do not understand the rules 
concerning their use of the amateur call- 
sign, as to what call-sign to use and how 
often to transmit it. A recent reference, 
somewhat not noticed due to its inclusion 
in a new Section 97.87 (d) — because it was 
part of Docket 18803, ‘‘repeater rule 
amendments,’’ so, many ‘‘missed’’ it’s 
major applicability to other operations. If 
you operate at a location specified on 
another’s station license, you must use his 
call-sign!! It makes no difference whether 
you bring in your own ‘‘gear’’ (including 
antenna and power), or use his. station 
equipment, you must use his call-sign, 
provided, of course, you have his (or hers) 
permission! Bill’s column goes into much 
detail — too long for use in this column — 
therefore, recommend you read up on 
these important rules amendments! SKIP 
has, previously, published articles on this 
subject, however, a ‘‘reminder’’ may be 
helpful!

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A SIMPLE SINGLE WIRE ANTENNA TUNER

With the disappearance of rigs with pi-network outputs capable 
of matching wide ranges of output impedances from the market, 
the need for some external device to do the job has increased in 
recent years. Portable operation like FD or lack of space may 
necessitate the use of antennas having a characteristic impedance 
other than a pure 50 ohms resistive. 

The adjacent diagram shows a simple, but effective and inex- 
pensive solution to the problem of antenna matching. The rotary 
inductor L1 is salvaged from a surplus antenna tuning unit, and the 
toroidal form for T-1 can be obtained for about 15 cents at a local 
Miami distributor. The rest of the components are from the junk 
box, and the diodes are any general purpose or switching types. 
The entire unit is enclosed in a small cabinet salvaged from a 
surplus power supply. 

The directional coupler T-1 is made up by winding 15 turns of wire 
bifilar on the toroid, and connecting the leads as shown. For op- 


timum results, T-1, the 500-ohm ‘‘null’’ resistor, the diodes, and 
their two bypass condensers should be enclosed in a small shielded 
box and mounted inside of the main cabinets with the leads coming 
out through feed through capacitors. Phono jacks could be mounted 
to handle the R-F line. 

C-1 should be mounted with an insulated coupling and its rotor 
insulated from ground. S-2 is a 3-pole 4-position ceramic rotary. 
The wiring gives the four configurations shown, which should 
match a wide variety of antennas. 

To adjust the SWR indicator, bypass the L-C circuit and place a 
50-ohm load on the “‘antenna”’ side of the coupler, apply power, 
advance the sensitivity control for meter deflection and tune the 
500-ohm null resistor for zero reading in the reflected position. To 
match an antenna, experiemnt with various combinations and tune 
for zero reflected reading. Jotting down calibration for various 
bands will greatly reduce tune-up time after initial set-up. 


“DID YOU 
KNOW THAT...?”’ 


You can save time and space 
in your log (and satisfy FCC 
requirements) by using only 
one line for your net contacts or 
round tables. Here’s how it’s 
done: 

Enter the call of the first 
station you contact and in 
parentheses ‘(net)’? In the 
remarks column write only the 
calls of the stations you turned 
the QSO over to (usually only 
one if a rotation order is 
established). When you leave 
the net or when it disbands, log 
that time only as the ‘end of 
contact” in your log. 

You can save a lot of time on 
round tables or nets, after your 
initial check-in, by omitting the 
call of the net control or the 
station turning it over to you 
and simply saying “This is 
(your call).”’ At the end of your 
transmission you need to give 
the call of the station who takes 
it from you and your call sign. 

If your log has a column 
headed ‘‘Freq. MHz’’ and you 
are working the 10 meter band 
then you write in ‘‘28”’, not ‘‘10’’. 
The FCC knows if you are above 
28.5 since you must fill in the 
‘““‘mode”’ column with ‘‘A3”’ if 
AM or ‘‘A3a’’ if SSB. If you log 
‘“‘A1” then you must be between 
28 and 28.5 MHz on CW. If you 
are working Facsimile then 
your log in the Mode column 
should be ‘‘A4’’ unless you are 
using I'M when it should be 
AGEW 

You can make your log intoa 
good diary (legally) by writing 
in changes in equipment or 
antennas, etc. 

When you enter contests and 
use a reporting form, make a 
carbon copy and clip it to the 
back page of the log binder. It is

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FLA. REPEATER POPULATION GROWS— 
REPEATER COUNCIL LIKEWISE

It was just a little more thana 
year ago that you could count 
all of Florida’s active repeaters 
on the fingers of two hands. 
Before we swelter in the heat of 
the summer of ’74, Florida’s 
repeater population will have 
quadrupled. 

When the Florida Repeater 
Council met in Jacksonville in 
late March, 41 active or 
proposed repeaters were 
cataloged (see Florida 
Repeater Directory elsewhere 
in this issue). 

The newly formed Council is 
being constructed from the 
remains of the defunct 
Southeast Repeater Association 
(SERA). The FRC is in the 
midst of drawing up a new 
constitution and bylaws from 
suggestions of member 
delegates and non-member 
associations and individual 
repeaters. 

IRC President Ted Wayne, 
WB4CBP, has called a special 
constitutional meeting in 
Orlando on Saturday May 18. 
Here a constitutional draft will 
be made for later presentation 
and approval at the Orlando 
Hamfest in June. 

Wayne says the Council has 
also invited to the May meeting 
the principals involved in three 
repeater conflicts in South and 
Central Florida. He emphasized 
the role of the Council will be to 
advise and mediate and not 
attempt to judge or coerce the 
groups. 

Three meetings of the FRC 


have been scheduled at the 
Orlando Hamfest. Two open 
sessions on Saturday and one 
for member delegates on 
Sunday to give final approval to 
the constitution and bylaws. 
According to Wayne, the 
Saturday afternoon meeting 
will feature a report from Hal 
Greenlee, K4GYO, on the 
state’s frequency coordination 
and repeater standards. Con- 
sideration to proposed changes 
are also expected to be given. 


I’-RC membership is open to 
all of the state’s repeaters, i.e. 
open, closed, association-owned 
or individually operated, VHF, 
UHI, RTTY, etc. In addition to 
frequency coordination 
assistance, the FRC offers 
technical guidance, licensing 
assistance and an open forum 
amongst Florida repeaters. 

Membership is $5.00 a year 
with an additional $5.00 for the 
first year initiation fee. FRC 
membership will be kept in- 
formed of the latest Florida and 
U.S. repeater news through a 
new monthly newsletter.

BALUNS 
From an Engineering Report — 
Hy-Gain Electronics Corp. 

A balun is a matching device 
designed to couple an un- 
balanced transmission line to a 
balanced antenna or feedline. 
The name comes from the 
descriptive terms: balanced to 
unbalanced. 

The half wave dipole (or the 
driven element of a yagi array) 
is a balanced radiator. When a 
dipole is fed at the center witha 
balanced line, the system is 
balanced and feedline radiation 
is nil. RF currents in each side 


“of the feedline set up individual 


magnetic fields which are self- 
cancelling. 

When a half wave dipole is fed 
directly with a coaxial line, RF 
from the balanced antenna 
flows down the coaxial braid. 
The magnetic fields caused by 
this current flow cannot be 
cancelled by the the inner 
conductor since it is ‘“‘trapped’’ 
inside the braid. Therefore, the 
currents on the braid radiate. 
This effects the unidirectional 
beam pattern and causes TVI. 
Even when the line impedance 
matches the antenna, RF on the 
braid causes the coax to become 
part of the resonant system. 
Such combinations are usually 
sensitive to small changes in the 
operating frequency. 

Since the braid can radiate it 
can also receive. This results in 
poor front to back ratio on a 
beam and undue pickup of man 
made interference from wiring 
and objects near the coaxial 
feedline. 

The correct solution is the 
installation of a balun. The most 
common balun is the quarter 
wave length stub or ‘‘bazooka”’ 
balun. This balun presents a 
high impedance to the currents 
trying to flow down the braid. 
The disadvantage of the 
bazooka balun is its frequency 
dependency. This balun is 
ineffective except at _ its 
designed frequency. 

The Hy-Gain ferrite balun, 
BN-86, is frequency  in- 
dependent from 3-30 MHz and 
suitable for use on multi-band 
antennas. The _ electrical 
operation is similar to a 1:1 
transformer. The transformer 
isnot a tuned circuit and is very 
broad band. Therefore, the Bn- 
86 is a balun applicable for use 
on dipoles andbeams. (W6SD- 
Carrier )

IDENTIFICATION 
OF STATION: 


It has been reported that 
these citations were issued 
because of the manner in which 
that station checked into a net. 
That the check in station didn’t 
give the call sign of the NCS and 
then his own call sign. A check 
of the regs leaves one won- 
dering where such an _ in- 
terpretation came from. It is 
reported that a request for 
further information has been 
made. 

Perhaps the ‘‘pink ticket” 
came from the way a station 
checks OUT of a net, a group or 
a Contest. Regulation 97.87 (a) 
is rather explicit. This was to 
prevent the so-called ‘‘tail- 
ending’’ that is prevalent in 
contests. One MUST give the 
other stations call and end with 
one’s own call sign. It is ap- 
parent that this applies to any 
kind of group activity too. 

Now what happens when one 
calls into a net and does give the 
NCS’s call sign and ends with 
his own and says, ‘“‘QRU.’’? 
After that the check in station is 
more or less forgotten and 
never makes another trans- 
mission. The net closes. Is one 
in fact in violation if they don’t 
then give both call signs before 
leaving the air? It seems so 
redundant to do this. So we 
await further info. (It has been 
pointed out before, but needs 
repeating that it is best to write 
to the ARRL for info rather than 
the FCC. They can check 
without getting us into a 
situation where further rule 
making looks desirable.) Of 
course if you’re anti-League, we 
may suffer. 

Ye ED is much interested in 
knowing of any citations which 
any amateur may be receiving. 
A study will be made to see 
what the pattern is and the 
information won’t be passed 
along unless the station licensee 
is agreeable. That’s a promise.
